Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  19^6. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession,  the  mid-year  estimate 
of  population  (2,1 80)  has  not  changed.  The  number  of  livebirths  (l3) 
was  less  by  7  than  in  19^5,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  population  remains 
consistently  below  the  national  average.  The  number  of  deaths  (48) 
was  the  same  as  last  year.  All  were  in  the  higher  age  groups, 

(55+  years)  and  35  of  the  48  occurred  among  the  75  years  and  over  group 
One  name  was  removed  from  the  tuberculosis  register  during  the  year, 
but  this  death  was  not  assigned  to  tuberculosis  by  the  Registrar-General. 

The  addition  of  four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  the  register  in 
1966  was  exceptional ,  but  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
otherwise  relatively  scarce.  The  local  health  authority  services 
administered  from  the  Area  Health  Office  formed  much  the  same  pattern 
as  in  previous  years,  only  minor  changes  up  or  down  occurring. 

Mr.  G. Oakes,  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  prepared  that  part 
of  the  Report  dealing  with  the  work  of  the  Borough  as  a  local  sanitary 
authority,  and  I  am  grateful  to  him  for  this,  and  for  his  help  during 
1  966. 

There  are  occasions  when  the  statutory  and  voluntary  organisations 
reach  an  impasse  in  their  efforts  to  find  a  solution  to  a  problem,  and  one 
such  occasion  almost  occurred  during  1966  with  regard  to  a  particularly 
difficult  housing  problem.  At  one  point,  it  seemed  as  though  formal 
action  would  have  to  be  taken  under  Section  47,  National  Assistance  Act  1948 
to  obtain  removal  of  an  elderly  gentleman  to  hospital,  but  an  '‘exercise1’ 
by  all  involved  overcame  this  crisis. 

I  record  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr. Mayor,  and  to  Members  of  the 
Council  for  the  interest  taken  in  the  various  aspects  of  the  health 
services  in  the  Borough.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Administration  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  done  during  the  year  19 66. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

A  wholesome  and  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  all  domestic 
requirements  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  This  service  is 
provided  by  the  East  Anglian  Water  Company. 

RAINFALL 

The  tot a]  rainfall  during  the  year  was  25*08  ins.,  there 
being  68  days  without,  and  297  days  with  some  rain.  November  was  the 
wettest  month  with  a  total  of  3*  99  ins. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  construction  of  the  new  sewage  works  was  completed  during 

the  year. 

Certain  defects  in  the  sewer  scheme  were  located  and  repaired. 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered,  and  smoke  or  water 
tests  applied  v/here  applicable. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  house  refuse  collection  service  operates  quite  satisfactorily, 
approximately  1500  tons  being  disposed  of.  During  the  height  cf  the  summer 
season,  heavy  demands  are  made  on  the  service,  and  it  is  necessary  to  implement 
the  normal  collection  with  our  tractor  service. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  and  kept  under  control  at  the  tip  situated 
near  the  Gasometer  Works.  Due  to  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  works 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  tip,  extensive  levelling  and  excavations  have 
taken  place.  Extension  of  the  site  for  controlled  tipping  has  been  prepared 
and  is  in  use.

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SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  DURING  1965  (including  dwellinghouses ) 

During  the  year  80  premises  were  visited,  of  which  65  were 
dwellinghouses  and  15  various  other  premises. 

In  the  course  of  these  inspections  7  defects  or  nuisances 
were  found,  and  9  were  abated.  To  secure  the  abatement  of  these 
defects  and  nuisances  3  informal  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners 
or  agents  concerned,  in  addition  to  personal  interviews  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950,  SECTION  38 

There  are  93  shops  in  the  district,  which  are  visited 
periodically.  There  were  no  contraventions.
